A STOKM 


Sweeps Over Kansas and Mis- 
souri, l>oiiig Oreat I>aniage. 
KoLiiA, Mo., May 12.—The report 
comes from Vicky Springs, twelve miles 
north of here, that the greater part of 
that town was destroyed by a storm last 
night. The majority of its residences 
and many business blocks were unroofed 
and almost completely demolished, bat 
no lives were lost and only four persons 
injured and they not all seriously. 


NOBTONvrLIiE, KANSAS. 


ATCHISON, May 12.—About 11 o'clock 
yesterday a severe storm struck the 
town of Nortonville, seventeen miles 
southwest of this city, doin^ much dam- 
age. A brick block just completed waa 
completely wrecked. The bank build- 
ing adjoining was demolished. Many 
dwelling bouses were unroofed and al- 
most totally destroyed. 
In the sur- 
rounding country the damage to proper- 
ty was very great. 


LEAVENWORTH. 


LEAVENWOBTH, Kas,, May 12.—About 
noon yesterday a terrific tornado accom- 
panied with rain came from the north- 
west. Roofs, sidewalks and everything 
movable went in its path. 
At Bain A 
Varney's warehouse, the riiof was blown 
off into the street below, killing three 
horses and fatally injuring a driver. 
The damage to the crops is very heavy. 
Whole fields of com have been washed 
from the ground. 


Sedalia, Mo., also suffered from wind 
and rain. 


ST. 
LOUIS, May 12.—There was a 
heavy hail and rain storm at Bonne 
Terre, Mo., last evening. Green Ridge, 
Mo;, suffered much from the rain storm 
yesterday. 


OSAOE CITY, MO., May 12.—The most 
violent storm that ever was witnessed 
here came about 2 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon; lasting an hour and a half. 
Fences were torn down and trees up- 
rooted and blown in every direction. 


KANSAS CITY. 


KANSAS City, Mo., May 12.—This city 
is in mourning for the twenty dead and 
thirty suffering victims of yesterday's 
storm. 


The total damage to property is esti- 
mated at $150,000, a portion of which is 
covered by storm insurance. 


Search in the ruins of the buildings 
wrecked in yesterday's stoim continued 
until after midnight and was resumed 
this morning. The bodies of the dead 
children are all out of the Lathrop 
school 
building. 
Bat 
three 
are 
still missing of all who are Isupposed to 
have been in the overall factory building. 


A meeting will probably be held this 
afternoon to provide temporary quarters 
for the county and court officials, and to 
decide upon their future action. Some 
of tbe officials favor abandoning the 
present building and erecting a new 
court house on another site. The recorcls 
and papers are all saved and will be re- 
moved to some convenient bailding. 


STOBM AT KVANSVILIIE. 


EvANsviiiitE, May 12.—A very severe 
storm with violent wind, rain and light- 
ning, visited here last evening, doing 
damage amounting to $60,000. 
The 
African Baptist church, a large brick 
building, was crushed, and several per- 
sons preparing for a festival narrowly 
escaped with their lives. Tin roofs were 
stripped from anumberof stores, causing 
great damage to goods. Eences, trees, 
and chimneys were blown down by the 
hundred. 
Steamers, tugs and other 
water craft on the river weathered the 
gale with difficulty and considerable 
damage. A colored man named Daniels 
was struck by lightning and will die. 
Two unknown men in a skiff on the river 
were lost. There are rumors of loss of 
life and great damage in Illinois, west of 
here.

INDIANAPOLIS, May 12.—The switch- 
men's strike is a failure and so conceded 
by a number of strikers. 
The night 
men have tried all day to get day men to 
join them, but so far only the Wabash 
men came oat.

The Belt road managers have arranged 
for a meeting and a compromise with 
their men this afternoon. 
Business has 
not been perceptibly interfered with. 


A STBIKE BNDED. 


NEW YOBK, May 12.—The strike of 
the sugar refiners at Brooklyn has ended. 
The strikers surrendered unconditionally 
and have asked for work. 
Those who 
^ e tafeen bapk are paid $1.45 a dajr, in- 


stead of $1.35 as formerly. 
The hours 
of labor will be more reasonable and 
payments will be made twice a month. 


A VIOTOBY. 


PrrrsBUBa, May 12.—The consolidât 
ed ice companies have granted the de- 
mands of their striking employes for an 
advance of $2 per week, and they all re 
tamed to work this morning.

MOUNT PLEASANT, Pa., May 12.—The 
strikers at the Standard Ck>ke works re- 
tamed to work this moming, a compro- 
mise having been effected.

Gladstone's Home Rule Bill. 


LONDON, May 
12.—The 
defection 
among the supporters of Gladstone has 
grown rapidly to-day. The number o^ 
adhérants to Lords Hartington 
and 
Chamberlain has risen from eighty-eight 
to 108. The English and S3otch radical 
papers that hitherto supported Glad- 
stone, now concur that his concessions 
are ina (equate; that the joint commis- 
sion is practically impossible, and that 
the home rule bill is doomed to defeat 
unless crucial amendments be made. 
The opponents calculate there will be a 
majority of forty against the bill. 


Gladstone has been urged to assent to 
a day-to-day discussion of the bill, and 
he has promised to reply on the subject 
Thursday. One hundred and twenty- 
five members will speak during the de- 
bate. Sir Henry James will open Thurs- 
day and be followed by Campbell, Ban- 
ne'rman. Sir William Vernon Harcourt. 


Chamberlain has prepared for a re- 
newed attack on Gladstone. 


WASHINGTON. 


The Work In Congress To-day. 


WASHINGTON, May 12. —In the senate 
the consideration of the inter-state com- 
merce bill was resumed. 


The name of Major Joseph B. Cox 
was to-day sent to the senate for sur- 
veyor. This appointment removes the 
last vestige of republican officeholders in 
the.Evansville custom house. 


The senate, yesterday, in discussing 
the inter state comu.erce bill, tabled an 
amendment to fine auw imprison men 
who conspire to interfere with the run- 
ning of trains.

JAMESTOWN, Dak., May 12.—It is re- 
ported at Charlemagne Tower, of Phila- 
delphia, has promised $100,000 for the 
endowment of a Baptist university at 
^?ower City, Dak. 
A building worth 
i 14,000 has also been given by him as a 
preparatory school, and the board of 
trustees is now in Tower City arranging 
for its immediate opening. 
Rev. J. H. 
Hartman, of this city, is secretary of tho 
board. 


Sentenced to Hang. 
RICHMOND, Ind., May 12.—In the cir- 
cuit court yesterday Judge Comstock 
sentenced Nathaniel S. Bates, the Hag- 
ertown wife murderer, to be hanged on 
Thursday, August 26 next, at 12 m. 
Bates received his sentence with the 
same indifference that has character- 
ized him during the whole of the trial. 
This will be the first execution in Wayne 
county for over fifty years. 


A Singular 13eath. 


FINDLAY, O., May 12.—A singular 
death was to-day reported from Blanch- 
ard township, this county. Mischievous 
boys who have been annoying the family 
of George Wheeler last evening threw 
stones throogh thp window? ^ 
they 


were passing. 
Wheeler and wife, not 
knowing whatcaused the attack, were 
greatly frightened, and the latter labor 
ing under great excitement, suddenly 
called her husband, stating that she was 
partially paralized, and suddenly died. 


George H. Butler Passes Away. 


WASHINGTON, May 12.—George H. 
Butler, nephew of General Ben F. But- 
ler, and distidguished in his day as one 
of the brightest journalists in the pro- 
fession, died to-day at the hospital near 
this city, of acute gastritis. 
Mr. Butler 
was at one ^riod consul general at Cairo, 
but since his removal from that position 
has led an erratic life.

T H E S T R I K E LOST. 


How the Fort 
Wayne 
Roads 
Settled Their Chicago 
Troubles. 
^ 


Most of the Fort Wayne, men who 
went to Chicago to help the Pittsburg 
road out on tbe strike are at»home, out 
of work. 


The Chicago papers have these items 
of interest here: 


Early yesterday moming the officials 
of the Pittsburg and Fort Wayne were 
waited upon by a committee from the 
striking freight handlers with the prop- 
osition that if all the men would be 
taken back they were willing to go to 
work on the old terms. 
This was not 
agreed to and the men left. 
Later in 
the day they came back, and it was 
agreed that the company would re-em- 
ploy as many of the old men as were 
needed to handle the freight without dis- 
charging any of the new men who 
wished to stay. 
Forty-five of 
the 
strikers went to work this morning. 
About twenty of the new men will re- 
main, thus throwing out a large number 
of the old hands. 


Around the freight depot of the Wa- 
bash 
company 
business was brisk. 
Agent Winans said that he had taken 
back about 90 per cent, of his old men 
at the old rates, but had required them 
to sign an agreement to withdraw from 
th e Freight Handlers' union and not to 
join a similar organization while they 
remained in the employ of the company. 
The old check clerks had gone back to 
work as truckers and everything was 
serene. 
Of the new men many had re- 
quested to be paid off and sent home, 
and in each case the request had been 
complied with. ' All who wished to re- 
main however, were permitted to do so. 
All of the special polic^phad been relieved, 
and quiet reigned. 


THE late Dr. Samuel Wolcott, the 
eminent Congregationalist minister, in 
his later life wrote many hymns, and 
has left on record an account of how he 
began to do so. He was 56 years old, 
and had never put two rhymes together, 
and had taken it for granted that he 
was as ineomi>etent to write a hymn, or 
even a stanza, as to work a miracle. 
"However," he says, "I resolved that I 
would try to write a hymn of five 
stanzas, and proceeded to plan it, pre- 
cisely as I would plan a sermon. 
I 
said the first stanza shall be a recogni- 
tion of God the Father; the second a 
recognition of Christ the Redeemer; 
the third a prayer to God the Father; 
the fourth a prayer to Christ the Re- 
deemer ; the fifth shall blend the two in 
one address. * * " A more perfect 
recipe for wooden stanzas it would be 
difficult to frame." The result was the 
hymn beginning "Father, I own Thy 
voice," and the author was much sur- 
prised to find he had written what could 
actually be sung. Many of his hymns 
have become favorites throughout the 
country. 


THE longest word in the English, or 
rather Welsh language, has, after along 
period of oblivion, been once more ex- 
humed. It is Llanfairpwllgwngyllger- 
trobgllgerchwymbyllgogerbwllzanttvy- 
iliogogogoch. 
This awful word of sev- 
enty-two letters and twenty-two sylla- 
bles, the name of a village in Wales, 
constituted the subject of a lecture 
lately given by Rev. J. King, M. A., 
at the museum, Berwick, iu which he 
showed that it means: "St. Mary's 
white hazel pool, near the turning pool, 
near the whirlpool, very near the pool 
by Llantsilio, fronting the rocky islet 
of Gogo." 


A "WASHINOTON letter to the Cleve- 
land Leader says: "Many people sup- 
pose that the President's marriage will 
be distasteful to Miss Rose Cleveland, 
because it will displace her as mistress 
at the White House. This is a mistake. 
A friend of mine tells me he knows 
that Rose Cleveland lately sent a letter 
to one of her old school fi-iends in 
Lebanon, Pennsylvania, Avhere she used 
to teach, in which she stated that, 
though she liked the life at the White 
House, she was tired of it; and that she 
would be glad when the President's 
marriage, during the coming summer, 
relieved her from it. 
This is the first 
announcement of the marriage I have 
heard which copaes from the White 
liouse."

Kappin^^ Orig;lnate<I.

NEW YORK, May 10. —I met Mrs. Margaret 
F o x Kane recently. 
She is the widow of Dr. 
Kane, the Arctic explorer, and was one of 
the Fox sistere, so much talked of nearly 
forty years aj^o in connection with what waa 
called the "R»chest<T rappings." 
She liven 
in New Ytirk, and is still a prof< ssional 
medium, thoujih one who apparently takes lit- 
tle pride in her profession- 
Indeeil, shedoesnt 
hesitate (osay that she has found it an almost 
intolerablti life. 
After the death of her hus- 
band sLie became a member of the cliurch of 
Rome, and gave up all professional work for 
years. 
Necessity drove her to it again, and 
she spends her summers in fillin'^ engage- 
ments in the smaller towns and her winters 
in giving private and public seances in New 
York. 


Her sister, Katie, who also grew famous 
when she was an infant on account of the 
rappings, is married and resides in this city, 
and 
is still a professional medium. 
The 
house where the rappings originat<'d, 
and 
which is now honorecl hy Spiritualists as the 
"birthplace of modern Spiritualism," is still 
standing, tliough 
unoccujued. 
Its owner, 
Artemas W. Hyde, a resjjected and wealthy 
citizen and stanch believer in tho sjnritual 
faith, keeps it as a historic treasure. 
It 
bears this 
nscription: 
"Here 
Spiritualism 
originated in 1>4.S." It is not, as is generally 
supposed, ill Ilocjiester. but in Hydesville, a 
small village, thirty miles from R(jchester, 
this state. 
Tbe accompanying picture is an 
accurate representation of this famous housa 


A humble place, surely, to have been the 
starting jioint of all spiritual phenomena the 
world 
has 
been 
treated 
to 
for 
tho 
last 
thirty-eight years. 
Perhaps nothing 
ever 
tore up simple-minded people more than the 
"Rochester Knockings." 
There were more 
simple-minded people then than now, too, 
and newspapers, though neither,so numer- 
ous or exciting, were more closely read and 
more firmly lielieved in. 
The news of the 
"Rochester 
Knockingfs'" traveled and was 
much 
discussed. 
Newspapers 
containiug 
accounts of those strange noises, supposed 
to come from deniaens of a fleshless world, 
were borrowed 
and 
thumbe 1 until nomh 
pletely worn out. 
Country folk talked woo 
deringly of them 
in 
their quiet 
homes, 
and 
men 
with 
a 
reputation 
for 
learn- 
ing took them up as a subject to hang some 
of 
their 
conversational 
and 
presumably 
logical acquirements on. 


Mrs. Kane talked of the days when the 
rappings began, somewhat reluctantly. 
The 
whole subject seems to be distasteful to her, 
and doubtless she has suffered much from 
curiosity and impudence of the publia 


•'We were mere babies," she said, 
"Katie 
and I, when the raps began to be heard near 
oa 
One of our neighbors who was much in- 
terested 
in them, used to carry me in his 
arms until I went to sleep and the rape 
would go on all the same. 
They made nu- 
merous experiments 
with us to find out 
whether we made the noises. 
When they 
took us both out of a 
room no more raps 
were heard there; but when they took one of 
us only raps would be heard near each of 
us." 


Mrs. Kane is 
a good looking, intelligent 
lady, who speaks in a 
voice 
indicative of 
great nervousness. 
She is short in stature, 
dresses modestly in black, and spends her 
time giving séances. 
Her mediumship still 
consiste in raps, which she doesn't care for, 
considering them rudimentary, and in writ- 
ing. Very emphatic raps they are, too. The 
writing IS done by means of a pencil held in 
her hand, and written backward 
in an ex- 
aggerate! 1 and angular hand. 
It can only be 
read by the aid of a mirror, or by turning 
the under side of the paper toward one and 
the written side toward the light. 
All sorts 
of names are signed to the communications, 
Epictetus or Socrates quite as likely as John 
and Harry. 


Mrs. Kane spent eight years in England, 
the plea-santest part of her professional life, 
she said. 
Once she said, when she accom- 
panied an aristocratic lady to church, the 
raps began to be heard around her, much to 
her mortification. 
The minister, who had 
heard them in the house of her hostess, and 
been much interested, calletl the attention of 
his congregation to "angelic presences." 


She impresses me as a woman who ha.s 
foimd life difficult and unsatisfactory, and 
who will not regret the leavins of it.

After helping t/> secure the passage of 
the free bridge bill in the house, ho at- 
tended the races with some friends, and 
iu the evening, chaperoning fifteen per- 
sons, he went to the circus. When the 
party arrived at the grounds the tent 
was packed and the ticket oflBce closed. 
A man was selling tickets on the stand, 
and rather than disappoin t his friends 
the senator went to this party and 
purchased fifteen tickets, paying the 
premium and then marshaling his forces, 
he went to the tent door, where the tick- 
ets were pronounced "No good."

NEW YORK, May, 10.—Salvini and Rossi 


may play "Hamlet" in their native tongue 
in New York city, and to an exclusive audi- 
ence of their own countrymen, if so desired; 
while the drama of spectacle is historically 
woven in our minds as well with Sangalli, 
Morlacchi and Ventiu*oli, whose graceful 
pirouettes belonged to 
feet and 
figures, 
grace 
and talent of Italian 
nationality. 
Centre street, Bleecker, Spring, Rose, Mul- 
berry, Eighth 
and ^ v e n t h avenues are 
largely occupied by Italian tradesmen, while 
CJrosby street is almost entirely so. 
From 
Contari & Co., bankers on Wall street, to 
the junk shops on Hudson street, nearly 
every business and occupation known to gen- 
eral life is carried on by the 
Italians 
among Us, who number, according to the 
estimate of the Italian consul, about 40,000 
in this city and 400.000 in the United States. 
This brings Italy pretty close to our gates— 
maccaroni, organ, monkey and alL 
When 
Consul Baffo was asked i/ there were any 
real, Simon pure Italian aristocracy in this 
city of the American nobility, he answered, 
with a jolly laugh: 


'"Oh, dear, no! They are quite able to re- 
main at home." 


So we thought 
Hurrah for a country 
where all creation who were too poor to stay 
at home could come and ride Scot-free over 
our heads if they h a ^ a mind, into wealth, 
office and honor. 
What a big bird, this 
eagle of ours! What breadth of wing; what 
sheltering power! 


Three Italian newspapers make a good liv- 
ing in New York city, and with wine dealers, 
conf(iction and maccaroni 
manufacturers, 
live splendidly. 
There are several 
almost 
exclusive localities where hardly any other 
tongue 
is 
spoken than 
the 
velvet-toned 
Italian. 
The Hotel D'ltalia on Green street 
is a large lodging house filled to the chimneys 
with a laboring class, where beds can be ob- 
tained for twenty-five cents per night, and 
they are always full. 
The Pellegrini house, 
with restaurant on Irving place, opposite 
the Academy of Music, is directly the op- 
posite 
in 
caste 
as 
it 
is in 
location. 
Down on notorious Thompson 
street 
is 
the 
Hotel 
Ticino, 
where 
the 
native 
sons of Italy congregate on 
first 
arrving, 
much a.«? sailors hover around a .sailor's board- 
ing house. On odoriferous Rose street, under 
the shadow of the largest publishing house 
in 
the 
United 
States, 
is 
quite 
a 
famous Italian 
center, known 
as "Moz- 
zarellos," 
or 
"Hotel 
Italiano." 
This 
place does a large business. 
It is a sort of 
exchange. 
Tickets for all parts of the world 
can be bought, information given to all, and 
about everything, and a kind of general in- 
telligence headquarters besides. Some things 
have happened in that vicinity with stilleto 
and dirk that color up the dark side of life 
in New York with a bright carmine. 
There 
are some quarters, better known to the police 
as "holes," where the monkey owners and 
the beggars hive together, and where expe- 
riences occur that would nvake piety tiuTi 
gray in a night. 
Children, ill-fed and in 
rags, listening to foul oaths and vulgarities; 
women who long since parted with aU that 
was ' ' w o m a n l y m e n so steeped in low life 
that the monkey is a gentleman beside them. 
These "holes" are found in various parts of 
the city; some between Pearl and East river 
on various streets; again in the vicinity of 
Five Points, in the woolly alleys off old 
Thompson, and even in the alleys out of 
Wooster street. 


Turning to the better classes, the commer- 
cial and educated element, and Italy is better 
represented. 
There are twelve Italian banks 
in New York, Cantoni 
Co., Banca Gallo 
and Banca 
Lombarda 
being the largest. 
The medical fraternity is ably represented 
in seven native physicians. 
The legal fra- 
ternity fellowships with two distinguished 
Italian attorneys—"advocates," as they are 
properly termed in 
their own 
language. 
Among the sculptors and artists is Giovanni 
Terenzini, whose model of Garibaldi won him 
fame all over the world. 


Terenzini is a student from the Academy 
of Arts at Carrara; he occupies a place in the 
front rank of the world's artists. 
Nestore 
Corradi is another eminent sculptor, whose 
home is in New York. 
There is not room in 
a limited newspaper article to properly set 
forth the works of these great artists. 
Alone 
it would fill an interesting magazine sketch. 
Professors of music are numerous, of course. 
Importers in various wares and manufactures 
are important members of the commercial 
circles of New York. 


The restiiurant business is a lino in which 
our Italian brothei-s flourish, and regularly 
throw the American in the shade. 
Twenty- 
seven Italian restaurants of note are here, 
some of them known all over the country, 
and there are some nobody would 
admit 
knowing. 


The Italian population are mainly Cath- 
olics, and have no separate national homes 
or asylums, but there are several Ijenevolent 
institutions and societies that do a general 
charity work 
wholly 
among their own 
people aparn from all religious ordei-s. 
They 
help the poor to wovk and feed the hungry, 
and save the already over-full refuges of the 
city from an otherwise large increase of 
patients and inmates. 


These societies are not slaictly charitable 
institutions, but to a degree TOcial and pleas- 
ure seeking, but have a care over certain 
classes and portions of their people, particu- 
larly their membership. 
In the eighteen so- 
cieties there is a membership of 2,104, with a 
fund, net, of $134,120. 
The Italian Rifle 
Guard is a most creditable military organi- 
zation. 


The common Italian laborers are engaged 
on nearly all public works, and form a large 
part of the muscle and sinew of railroad 
work, sewer building, etc. 
There are some 
skilled workmen among the Italians, too. 
If 
any one will take the trouble to study up 
the different classes of this foreign citizen- 
ship they will find a portion of the very 
poor, whose natural abilities are good, but 
so obscured by ignorance that the little 
space between human and brute is hard to 
define. These people ¿re mostly ragpickers, 
men and women, who ransack ash barrels, 
and actually subsist from the garbage they 
rake over in the street; also, the organ- 
grinders and some few fruit and peanut 
venders. 
They are fathers and mothers, sur- 
rounded by sad-eyed little children. 


These poor people are not mentally vigor- 
ous enough to be vicious or evil 
They live 
as best they can, with no hope of anything 
beyond supplying the physical needs, mostly 
food and covering, and like the animals do 
not cavil at the quality or kind. 
Too many 
of them are driven to this life by those who 
profit by their labor and gatherings. 
While 
the police and humanitarians are doing all 
i I their power to stop this peculiar traffic, 
i."; is carried on all the same and manages to 
elude detection most of the time. 


Attendance at school 
fair, but the aver- 
age Italian children are poor, and are not 
pfoperly clothed for the public sctaoola 
The 
niission» do iiomething tor tbeno. In Leonard 
•(reet t^re i* a V9r^ r^apectabl* and flour- 


iflhing Italian school 
It was established by 
the merchants, and has been benefited by 
the Children's Aid society. 


There is a large population of Italians in 
Barlem, numbering nearly 4,000, and an 
Italian church (Catholic) with a large pa- 
rochial residence, school and mission, on 
Pleasant avenue. 
This is destined to be a 
great Italian center; rents are low, room in 
abundance, excellent sanitary location, and 
we have no other foreign class of citizens so 
much in need of the virtue that is ranked 
next to Gkniliness. 
By nature the native 
Italian is not a sloven—but poverty and 
cramped facilities seem to drag them down 
to filthy habits, or careless abandonment of 
c l e ^ y custom^ with amazing surety and 
swiftness. 
The women are naturally idle; 
they have little to do, except carry a baby 
or attend a husband's fruit stand; there is no 
domestic frugality among them. 
They live 
in mere closets, and have nothing to take 
care of but the invariable baby. 
As to 
going out to service, as the Germans and 
Irish do, the Idea is absurd to them; and 
knowing nothing of household caras and 
labor, they would not succeed as servants. 
The very poor Italian women have neither 
the ambition nor energy to learn to speak 
English. 
The sense of affection as mothers 
is strong and protective only in the fact of 
possession 
The future of a child, its good 
and progress, is a thing they never think of. 
Note 
gathering 
among 
these 
people, 
I 
noticed a group of mothers and children sip- 
ting on dirty, unswept steps on Rose street, 
and one remarkable prevailing feature at- 
tracted attention, viz., the graceful, perfect 
forms of the poor little unfortunates as they 
rolled about in their raggedest rags, 
in 
the gutter and on the pavement. 
Their 
little arms were moiels of beauty, and their 
hips and limbs, in both sexes, perfect in the 
curves and lines of natural development. 
The shoulders were petite, but studies for the 
sculptor; taking the grimy little hand of 
a 
thild about 4 years old it amazed me with 
its i^rfection of shape and its flexible taper- 
ing fingers. The child fixed her great, black 
paournful eyes upon my face as if wondering 
at the touch of something clean and white, 
and the soft, black little fingers clung ten- 
derly as if in expectation or wish for some- 
thing more. 


Beauty of face as well as form predominates 
in the poor Italian children—their eyes are 
full of poet'cal depths, their finely cut lips ar- 
tistic to a marked 
degree; strange as it 
may casually appear, 
the 
sensualities of 
low-bred, 
uncultivated 
people 
do 
not 
appear with this physical beauty. 
After 
a protracted 
visit to the localities where 
this low lifrt is seen it was evident that there 
areliot half schools enough, or enterprise 
enough, in the philanthropic classes to meet 
the case of progressive reform among the 
Italian poor of this city. 
Eighteen societies 
of the native population does not even touch 
the,welfare of the very poorest element 
The 
chimes of Trinity and the good cheer of 
Five Point-; hells and the ringing from a 
dozen belfry towers around Center, 
Chat- 
ham, Pearl, Rose and White streets, do not 
penetrate with any other influence but that 
of vibration, the dens and clo-iets, cellars and 
attics that store away nearly 3,000 ragged, 
uncleanly, bright-minded, beautiful-eyed hu- 
man beings. 


No wonder the midnight air at times re- 
verberates with a stifled cry for help; that 
the stiletto flashes in the dim moonlight; 
that starving, infuriated humanity rushes 
to the piers and 
wharves, 
and 
madly 
plunges 
into 
the 
cool 
still 
waters; 
1;hat 
nauseated 
with 
the 
pest 
odors 
of 
decaying 
rags, 
sick 
with 
poisoned 
garbage 
for 
food, 
crazed 
with 
the 
constant wail of starving babes, a mother 
smothers them under a filth-heap of rags, 
and swings herself into death by rope or 
strap. 
This is one picture of a New York 
Italy. 
The Harlem population are much to 
be envied by their Rose street 
relatives. 
Room, air and water they have in abund- 
ance; and the children present by far a more 
hopeful, healthy appearance. 
A large num- 
ber are employed in the gardens and yards 
and dairy farms in Westchester, and in the 
vicinity of Fordham, High Bridge and there- 
abouts. 
They are law abiding, well disposed 
in every way—as doubtless the downtown 
unfortunates would be if they too had work, 
homes, health and food. 


Fanaticism and over-zeal in religion does 
not burden the Italian. 
Unlike the Irish 
devotee, the sons of Italy are lacking in 
energy to prosecute religious studies and 
• worship. 
So 
far as it can be 
learned 
among the church-goii^ classes, they en- 
tertain 
more of 
a 
poetic, romantic idea 
of reUgion than regard for it as a means 
of future salvation. 
For instance, 
they 
prefer the church that makes the best dis- 
play, affords the best music, etc. ; to hear 
doctrines or bestow dutiful attentions from 
a sense of religious principle is not the Ital- 
ian idea at all. 
They are sticklers 
for 
ease in their worship—going when most 
convenient, and at their pleasure, not: from 
obligation. 
Naturally 
a 
drama-loving 
people, they would if they could fill every 
theatre in the city regularly. 
The Italian 
opera catches the best classes, of course, and 
with great generosity. 
Music-loving, dra- 
matically instinctive, poetic in imagination, 
from the ai istocrac to the rag gather, they 
are an interesting class of American citizen- 
ship. 


They are not politicians, and do not begin 
to count on Washington clerkships as soon 
as they sight 
Castle Garden. 
They look 
upon 
Garibaldi as the greatest hero on 
earth, and Geiu Grant the u^-xt 
P. T. Bar- 
num comes in for a tremendous amount of 
Italian homage, and Patti is a divinity in 


• their estimation. 
At the consulate quarters 
on State street the representative 
of the 
press 
is 
received 
with 
marked 
polite- 
nass by the corps of clerks, and the jolly, 
white-bearded consul is an exception in good 
maimers to the newspaper man or woman; 
they do not load one down with the virtues 
find greatness of the nation they represent, 
but with great modesty state facts and 
figures 
concisely, with deference to other 
opinions, and without emphazing their own. 
They admire the government of the United 
States and the enteprise of the people, but 
while loving America much they still love 
Italy more.

-There are several almost 
exclusive localities whoro -hardly any other 
tongue is spoken than. tho velvet-toned 
Italian Tho Hotel D'ltalia on Green street 
is a large lodging hoiuw filled to the chimneys

ASSISTED 1MMIOKANTS. 


The Sort of People 'Who Come 


Through Fort Wayne. 


Depotmastar Cropsoy, of the Pitts- 


burg and Fort Wayne road, at Chicag^ 
says that a very large proportion of the 
90,000 immigrants who arrived at that 
depot last year were "assisted immi- 
grants." These were, without exception, . 
in a miserable condition when they ar- 
rived here, »nd abont 25,000 of these 
paupers remained in Chicago, then- tick- 
ets ending there, and they having no 
money to take them further. Other in- 
vestigations resulted in determining the 
fact that the non-English speaking im- 
migranta who located in Chicago and 
other large cities were, as a rule, made 
up of the offscourings of foreign cities 
who were shipped horo in a pauperized 
condition. The immigrants whose des- 
tioation was the western farming lauds 
were in strong contrast with these, and 
will make good and valuable citizens. 
Quite a number of tho immigrants 
stopped at Fort Wayne. .
